DEFENSE TO OPEN TO-DAY 


Becker May Not Take Stand—State 
Has Not Made Out a Case, 
Says Counsel. 


Smashing blows by the prosecution 
were directed yesterday at ex-Lieut. 
Charles Becker, on trial before Justice 
Seabury in the Supreme Court for the 
murder of Herman Rosenthal. It proved 
to be the worst day of all for Becker, ber 
cause District Attorney Whitman, when 
he had put together the strands of the 
testimony, had furnished five different 
lines of corroboration for Jack Rose’s 
story that it. was Becker who caused 
Rosenthal to be murdered. The District 
Attorney, after discharging his last and 
strongest volley, rested the State’s case, 
and the defense must proceed this morn- 
ing against odds which are much heavier 
than at the first trial, 

District Attorney Whitman was well 
satisfied at the close of the day, and ex- 
pressed the belief that his present case 
against Becker, because of the large 
amount of corroborating testimony, 
’ made the ex-policeman’ 8_escape improb- 

able. “The ~@tscreatted’ Sam Schepps, 
practically the only non-accomplice: of- 
fered at the first trial, was stipplanted 
yesterday by two new witnesses. 

The new witnessés’ were Charles B. 
Plitt, Jr., former press agent for Becker 
and probably more intimately connected 
with him while head of the raiding 
squad than any other man, and James 
Marshall, a negro, once stool pigeon for 
Becker. Plitt, although somewhat dam- 
aged in character, directly implicated 
his formér chief in the murder plot. 
Marshall, the best witness produced in 
the whole case, furnished the necessary 
‘link in the murder conspiracy and upset 
the main objections made by the Court 
of Appeals in reversing the Becker con- 
viction, which resulted in the present 
trial. The other important witnesses of 
the day, each of whom added to the 
strength of the State’s case,.,.were.ex- 
Deputy Police Commissioner George 8S. 
Dougherty, Mrs. Lillian Rosenthal, 
widow of the murdered gambler, and 
Harry Pollok, who took care of Jack 


Rose at his house while he was wanted 
_ for murder. ” 


Five Lines of Corroboration., 


As viewed by the District Attorney, 
the following ‘strong points tending: to 
corroborate the story of Jack Rose were 
brought out at yesterday’s session: 


Plitt showed that Becker had ‘ad- 
vance knowledge of the murder and 
that he knew exactly when it was to 
be staged. .He also proved that 
Becker had a direct connection with 
Jack Rose and with the gunmen who 
shot Rosenthal. 

Marshall swore that Becker talked 
with Jack Rose nearly three weeks 
before the murder at the famous 
“Harlem conference.” He fixed the 
date by undisputed records, thus tend- 
ing to offset the objection of the Court 
of Appeais that this conference had 
no basis in fact. 

Mrs. Rosenthal corroborated Rose 
in his statement that he was Becker's 
personal representative in her hus- 
band’s gambling house. 

Ex-Deputy Commissioner Dougherty 
testified that Becker lied to him, a 
superior officer, concerning the where- 
abouts of Jack Rose. 

‘Finally, Pollok showed that Becker 
tad communicated through him with 
Jack Rose when the latter was wanted 
for murder, and that Becker had sent 
Rose words of encouragement. 

Plitt Involves Becker. 


The most sensational witness was 
Plitt, who involved Becker deeply in the 
‘murder plot. These things stand out 

‘ significantly in his testimony: 


Becker said to Plitt on July 15, the 
day before.the murder: “Keep a 
» memorandum of your movements to- 
night so you can have an alibi. You 
may need it. And, above all things, 
‘keep away from Times Square to- 
night.” 
‘Becker said to Plitt late on the day 
of the murder, when he had learned 
that District Attorney Whitman had, 
-. already caught the owners of the mur- 
der car: ‘“‘ What in the —— was the 
i ‘matter with that bunch. Were they 
< gil @ock-eyed drunk? From the way 
- they acted in pullmg ‘off that: trick 
- -you would think they were settihg 
~ the stage for a moving picture show.”

Mrs. Mary Meyers: Drives Touring 
Car in Front of Express Train. 


' CAMDEN, N. J., May 18.—Mrs. Mary 
Meyers of Merchantville, N. J., who 
was driving a large touring car in 
which seven persons were riding, tried to 
cross the tracks of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad at the Market Street crossing 
in Gloucester City, three miles below 
here, this evening ahead of the Atlantic 
City Express, which she saw approach- 
ing. 

The engine struck the automobile in 
the middle and hurled it up the tracks 
nearly 100 feet, killing two of its occu- 
pants and injuring the five others, one 
of them’ perhaps mortally. The dead 
were: 

Harry Hunsburger, 85 years old, of 
5904 North Park Avenue, Philadelphia. 

Miss Mae Clarkson, 28, of Fifty-third 
and Catherine Streets, Philadelphia. 

Mr. Hunsburger was thrown ahead on 
the rails and was carried by the locomo- 
tive wheels for more than five hundred 
feet before the train could be halted.

ROCKEFELLER SIGNALS SET. 


Button at Bedside to Light Lamps 
Outside and Call Guard.

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., May 18.—When 
John D. Rockefeller wakes up in the 
night now and wants to know whether 
the negro guards who patrol the house 
are on duty, he merely presses a button 
jat-the-side.of his bed, and red, white, 
and blue fights which encircle the house 
flash. This is the signal for ali of the 
guards to report: by. pressing buttons on 
the outside of the house. The results 
are registered in Mr. Rockefeller’s room. 
Formerly it was his custom to open the 
windo.w and ask ‘Are you there?”’

Rockefeller redoubled his precautions 
against intruders at night. here for-

As a result, he moved the 
clock inside of the house and placed 
buttons on ‘the wall for the men to 
push. A similar system has 
stalled at the home of John 
feller, Jr. 


FIREMAN DYING FROM FALL. 


Stubborn Fire in Greenwich Street 
Ties Up Elevated. 


Fireman Dennis Cronan fell a dis- 
tance of thirty feet from the third story 
ofa burning six-story loft building at 
463 Greenwich Street, between Des- 
brosses and Watt, shortly after midnight 
this morning, and was ‘taken to the 
Hudson Street Hospital suffering from 
fractured ribs, a fractured leg, and pos- 
sible internal injuries. He was placed 
on the operating table immediately on 
his arrival at the hospital, and the last 
rites were administered by Mather Mc- 
Goan. the chaplain of the Fire Depart- 
men 

Chief Kenlon was overcome with 
smoke for several miuutes, but returned 
to direct the fire-fighting, as soon as he 
had recovered. More. than twenty fire- 
men had to leave their posts to seek 


fresh air. 

The six-sto building at 463 Green- 
wich Street, tween Desbrosses and 
Watt, was almost completely destroyed 
and the adjoining. buildings at 465 a 
467 were. considerably .damaged by 
fire which was.discovered last night at 
11:15 o’clock. The alarm was turned

Fre elevated railroad was tied up on 
account of the fire-fighting and one 
train was stalled within a few feet of 
the Desbrosses Street station, where 
the thirty men and the thirty-five wo- 
men passengers were ‘compelled to 
breathe the smoke heavily charged with 
chemicals. The passengers were unable 
to leave the train and remained in there 
for half an i te until their shouts 
broug t Lieuts. Bourke and Wilson with 
the reservés of the Beach Street sta- 
tion to their rescue. Ten of the women 
who were exhausted by the smoke, were 
co 2 from the elevated platform by 
Po! 

Fireman, William Kennedy was over- 
come by smoke and was taken to the 
Hudson.

The fire was brought under control at 
1 o'clock this morning.

CASTAWAYS DIED 
INSANE FROM THIRST 


Columbian Sailors Who Suc- 
cumbed in Drifting Boat 
All Drank Sea Water. 


OFFICER’S TALE OF HORROR 


Big Russian In Frenzy Tried to Kill 
His Comrades—Survivors Saw 
Three Liners Pass.

HALIFAX, N. 8S., May 18.—A thrilling 
story of hardship in an open boat. in 
mid ocean, a tale. of. heroic toilers of 
the sea facing the torments of hunger, 
thirst, bitter cold, and dire peril of 
winds and waves, was brought to the 
city to-day by Capt. E. J. Johnston of 
the American Revenue Cutter Seneca, 
which rescued the four remaining sur- 
viving members of the crew of the Ley- 
land liner ColumDian, burned at sea 
on May 5. 

The sufierers were removed to the 
hospital soon after the arrival of the 
Seneca. ‘They had been tenderly cared 
for by Capt. Johnston and the Seneca’s 
physician. 

The revised list of the number in the 
lifeboat showed that there had been 
fifteen and not sixteen as at first. re- 
ported. These men subsisted on ship’s 
biscuits, shoe laces, and leather and 
salt water. 

The names of the survivors and dead 
in ‘the last lifeboat, missing from the 
Columbian, picked up by the Seneca, 
were as follows:

Chief Officer Tiere, who is an Eng- 
lishman, only 22 years old, gave the 
following account of the castaways’ 
adventures: 

“T had just got on the Columbian’s 
bridge at midnight, .May 3,.with no 
signs whatever of fire on board, when 
there came a series of explosions. One, 
I think, was a bunker explosion. It 
almost rent the ship in two. There were 
explosions among the cargo, and I think 
the first ¢xplosion was in No: 8 hatch. 

“We left the Columbian at 2 A. 3f, 
on Monday, May 4, in a great hurry, 
following a heavy explosion. We had 
no compass in our boat, as it had been 
taken out for cleaning. We had matches 
and a lantern, but there was a strong 
wind and the spray prevented us from 
obtaining a light. We kept the Co- 
lumbian in sight until daylight. The 
smoke and fire of the ship enabled us 
to see her until that time. Then the 
rain began to fall, and we lost sight of 
the ship. We did not attempt to row 
or sail, but put out a sea anchor and 
drifted. 

“That day a four-funneled steamer 
passed us about a mile and a half away, 
but we were unable to make any signal 
before she was out of sight. The next 
morning, Tuesday, May 5, a steamer 
with a black, red-banded funnel. passed 
us about four miles away, but we could 
not attract her attention. On the after- 
noon of the 5th a Cunard liner came 
within two miles of us and seemed to 
stop as though picking up something. 
She soon disappeared, however, and 
after that we saw no ship until the 
Seneca picked us up. 

“For the fourteen days that we were 
floating about the weather was thick 
with mist, fog, and rain, but the day 
Wwe were rescued was bright and clear 
and (the sea smooth. 

“When we abandoned the Columbian, 
we had a cask of water and the boat’s 
bread tank was three-quarters full. [C 
pat the boat’s crew on rations, one bis- 
cuit and half a cup of water three times 
a day for each man. When it rained we 
caugnt water in the-sail, and in that 
way kept up our supply until we were 
rescued. The biscuits rapidly ran low, 
and at the end of the first: week the al- 
lowance was cut down by one-third. 


Hull the First Man to Die. | 


“On Saturday, May 9, Oiler George 
Hull complained that he could uot stand 
short rations of water, and despite all 
the advice of the boat’s company began 
drinking sea water. That night he be- 
came delirious and went out on the Mon- 
day morning. We tried to revive him 
with a little water, but it was too late, 
6nd after making sure that he was be- 
yond all ee fs on ut his body over the 
side, and I at I could remember 
of the Dural pP over him.

HEALTH BELIEVED BETTER 


No Celebration Arranged in New 
York, but Colonel’s Home Town 
Plans “Noisy Welcome. , 


W. Emlen Roosevelt received a wire- 
less message from Theodore Roosevelt 
at 8 o’clock last night informing him 
that the Booth Line steamship Aidan 
was 800 miles south of Sandy Hook. at 
noon yesterday and the Captain expect- 
ed to reach Quarantine about 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. Mr. Roosevelt said that 
his cousin did not mention anything 
about his health and, therefore, it was 
safe to assume that he rad recovered to 
a great extent on the voyage. 

Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt was at 804 
Fifth Avenue, W.:.Emlen Roosevelt’s 
home, last night. She will go down the 
bay on a tug this afternoon, with other 
members of the family, te take her hus- 
band from Quarantine direct to Oyster 
Bay. 

Col. Roosevelt's message indicated that 
he expected to proceed aboard the Aidan 
to her pier, which is No. 4, in Brooklyn, 
just south of Fulton Ferry, but at the 
time he sent the message he did not 
know about the arrangements made by 
his family for the tse of the tug. 

George W. Perkins, one of the leaders 
of the Progressive Party, said that there 
would be no demonstration on the ar- 
rival of the*ex-President at Quarantine, 
because it was understood that Mrs. 
Roosevelt and the family were to take 
him off in the tug to Oyster Bay direct. 
He had received letters, Mr. Perkins 
went on to say, containing suggestions 
that a big dinner should be given for 
the former President to welcome him 
home, but it had, been decided that noth- 
ing should be done in the matter until 
the Colonel had thoroughly recovered 
from the ashes of his journey into the 


wilds- 

Capt. lexander of the Booth Line 
steamer Dunstan,. which preived last 
night from Manaos, sai Col. 
Roosevelt was taken to the. steamship 
in an automobile and carried 
in a stretcher. He was Ht with fever, 
the Captain added, and had ‘lost weight 
through having to ‘subsist on about one- 
sixth rations for the last few days of 
the expedition.

WASHINGTON, May 18—A_ diplo- 
matic mission in Washington has re- 
ceived from a correspondfhg mission 
accredited to Mexico advices that Gen. 
Huerta has authorized ‘his delegates to 
the Niagara Falls conference to prom- 
ise his resignation should circumstances 
ma@ke that surrender necessary to a& 
settlement of difficulties. It is under- 
stood, however, that Gen. Huerta in- 
structed his representatives to make 
this tender only as a last ‘resort and 
to insist upon important conditions. 

These conditions are briefly summar- 
ized as a reservation to Gen. Huerta of 
some voice in naming his successor, an 
American loan to Mexico of $400,000,000 
and a ninety-nine-year lease of Mag- 
dalena Bay for naval target practice at 
an annual rental of $1,000,000 gold. 

This information caused @ vast deal 
of speculation in Washington this after- 
noon. It follows information of a some- 
what similar character known to have 
been received—probably from the same 
source—a week ago. That information 
was that Huerta_woutd not resign in 


obedience to any. demands from the 
United States, but that if the South 
American envoys told him his retire- 
ment wae necessary to a settlement of 
Mexican distresses and asked him to re- 
tire, he would do so. 

To-day’s announcement is in line with

It 
is not impossible that. the fall of Tam- 
pico had something to do with it. It 
also seems likely that the postponement 
of the Niagara Falls conferente for two 
days. grew out of this change of front.

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BRYAN DEMANDS CUT

Constitutionalists Told That Ex-

Barrel Is Unreasonable.

Admiral Mayo Reports That No In-

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Neither un- 
reasonable export taxes nor involuntary 
war fund assessments are going to be 
tolerated by the American, British, and 
Dutch Governments during the Consti- 
tutionalist occupancy of. Tampico. 
Strong representations to this effect 
have been’ made by Secretary Bryan to 
the Constitutionalist leaders. These rep- 
resentations have gone through two 
channels: First, to Gen. Venustiano Car- 
ranza, as the first chief of the Consti- 
tutionalist cause, and secondly, through 
American Consul Clarence A. Miller at 
Tampico, to Gens. Pablo Gonzales and 
Luis Caballero. 

Secretary Bryan himself admitted to- 
night that representations had been 
made on Saturday, but’ said no reply to 
them had been made. He added that he 
had not yet received reports of any co- 
ercion by the Constitutionalists in at- 
tempting td raise funds at Tampico, 
and that, so far as he was officially 
aware, nothing had been demanded by 
Bryan said he understood that only 
voluntary contributions had been sought 
ja the Constitutionalist leaders at Tar- 
pico. 


The representations sent by Secretary 
Bryan to Gen. Carranza, and to Gen. 
Gonzales, had for their object the “ re- 
duction or prevention of unreasonable 
taxation of foreigners "* In the Tampico 
district: The use of the word “ reduc- 
tion.” indicates that the American Gov- 
ernment is inclined to take the stand 
that the export tax of aBout 8 cents 
(gold) a barrel imposed upon oil shipped 
out through the port of Tampico is wn- 
reasonable. _ 

All of the oil interests in that district, 
whether British, American, or Dutch 
have protested against this tax as un- 
reasonable. The average price of the 
oil at Tampico is 50 cents a barrel. The 
tax of 8 cents gold a barrel would be 
equivalent to 16 per cent. ad valorem, 
and frequently it amounts to about. 20 
per cent. of the value of the oil. The 8 
cents a barrel tax was considered un- 
reasonable when the Huerta régime was 
in power at Tampico, and the oil in- 
terests argue that a change in the fac- 
tion.in control of the district cannot 
render the export tax on oil less unrea- 
sonable. , 


Larger Revenue Obtainable. 


The largest well in the district, the 
La Corona, of the Royal Dutch-Shell 
Company, has a capacity of 137,000 bar- 
rels daily. This well is now screwed 
down by mechanical appliances to a 
minimum of a few thousand barrels 
daily. But in time of peace, and as 
soon as storage and transport faclili- 
ties are sufficient, it might be aeons 
to its full flowing capacity of 137,000 
barrels daily. If this oil could be sent 
out of the district as fast as the well 
can produce it, the export tax of 70 
centavos (35 cents gold) a ton, the equiv- 
alent of 8 cents a barrel, would mean 
a tax of about $10,960 daily on the 
Corona well) alone. 

The average daily shipment of oil 
down the anuco River before the 
Americans were ordered out of the dis- 
trict just before the seizure of Vera 
Cruz by the United States, was 30,000 
barrels. Its value in crude condition 
at Tampico averaged $15,000 for the 
daily shipments.

No Demands Made Yet. 


Secretary Daniels of the Navy De- 
partment to-day issued a statement 
paraphrasing information he received 
from Admiral Mayo regarding the col- 
lection of money by the Constitutional- 
ists at Tampico. This information was 
collected by Admiral Mayo and sent in 
response to a message which Mr. Dan- 
iels sent to the Admiral yesterday at 
the request of Chevalier Van Rappard. 
Admiral Mayo’s reply was announced 
as follows: 

‘“‘Admiral Mayo reports that he has 
received word that on Saturday Gen. 
Caballero requested, through the 
Tampico Chamber of Commerce, that 
all usiness firms in mpico sub- 
scribe to a voluntary fund for the Con- 
stitutionalist cause. It is made clear 
that this was not to be in the form of 
a regular war tax for which receipts 
would be given or a payment in ad- 
vance of any or all taxes for a definite 
period, but was to be a contribution for 
which no receipts would be given. 

‘In response to this request, Admiral 
Mayo reports that considerable sums 
have been contributed from Mexicans 
and Spaniards in Tampico, but that, so 
far, no demand has been made on other 
foreign business firms to comply with 
the request.

WEIRD ‘VERA €RUZ “NEWS.” 


Mexice City Hears That Our Troops 
“ Are Dying Like Flies.” 


Special Cable to Top New YoRK TIMES. 
From a Staff Correspondent. 

VERA CRUZ, May 18.—The. papers 
in Mexico City continue to print the 
wildest stories regarding the situation 
here, ‘ \ 

A dispatch to the Imparcial on Sat- 
urday said: “There are now more 
than 30,000 troops here, of which about 
1,000 aré cavalry.” The paper adds 
that there are 4,000 negroes: among 


the troops, which are said to have only 
two aeroplanes, although a consider- 
able number of hydroaeroplanes is 
connected with the fleet. 

The report is also printed that the 
American soldiers are dying like flies 
from heat and smallpox, which the 
Imparcial says has become‘ epidemic 
among the forces. It also says that 
the cavalry mounts are dying so fast 
as’ to make military operations diffi- 
cult. 

The paper records the. continuation 
of social activity in Vera Cruz, telling 
of many picnics, teas, and other af- 
fairs, and devoting two columns to an 
account of a prizefight. Much space 
is devoted to accounts of volunteer 
troops bearing such names as “ Sacred 
Family.” and “ Guerrillas of Death.’ 


AMERICANS MUST REGISTER. 


Funston Will Deport Any Who Fail 
to Conform to New Orders. 


VERA CRUZ, May 18.—All Americans 
in Vera Cruz not connected with the 
army or other Government service or 
not accredited newspaper correspond- 
ents must register or be deported. This 
order was issued to-day from military 
headquarters as the result of the efforts 
of Rear Admiral Badzer to get Amer- 
ican citizens out of the country. Diffi- 
culty has been encountered in answer- 
ing Inquiries regaridng Americans, many 
of whom are not registered, and many 
of*-whom have ignored the request of 
the Consul to leave their names at the 
Consulate. 

A rumored concentration of Mexican 
Federal troo before the American 
lines in the vicinity of -Vergara Station, 
on theiInteroceanic Railroad, two, miles 
out, failed to materialize into the early 
morning attack which had _ been -pre- 
dicted by natives who entered Vera 
Cruz: yesterday The night passed 
without any incident at the American 
outposts, and no indication was given 
that Gen. Rubio: Navarrete or Gen. 
Garcia Pena, the Federal commanders, 
contemplated any violation of the armis- 
tice. 

From several quarters rumors were 
persistently circulated yesterday con- 
concerning Mexican military movements 
in the vicinity. of the American out- 
posts. The American army headquarters 
staff was disinclined to take these ru- 
mors seriously, but extra precautions 
were naturally taken to guard against 
any possible night surprise. Care was 
taken, however, not to alarm the in- 
habitants of this city, and the only no- 
ticeable effect of the orders given was 
the absence of soldiers and sailors from 
the streets, except in the case of those 
on duty. 

Under the general precautionary plans 
drawn up by the headquarters staff the 
marines and bluejackets on board the 
American fleet are held ‘n_ readiness 
to come ashore at an hour’s notice in 
case the garrison should be attacked. 
This augments. Brig. Gen. Funston'’s 
available force’ by many thousands, 
and for this reason American officers 
doubt that the Mexicans will make a 
serious assauit on the American lines 
under any circumstances. 

The; possibility, that. esident: Huerta 
hileht prefer to bring ‘on fighting with 
the Amefican: troops:and. make a short 
and desperate struggle to save his 
honor in this way rather than await 
destruction by the Constitutionalist 
armies was freely discussed here.

CIENTIFICOS MUST GO. 


Mere Elimination of Huerta Will 
Not Satisfy the Rebels.

EL PASO, Tex., May 18.—Huerta is 
only the figurehead’ of the Cientificos 
and his resignation will not be sufficient 
to cause the Constitutionalists to cease 
their revolution, the rebel representa- 
tives here assert. When told that 
Huerta had made a tentative offer to 
resign, Roberto Pesquiera, Carranza's

ISSUE FORMAL STATEMENT 


Delicacy of Mission Seals Their 
Lips, They Say, but Are Hopeful 
of Conference’s Result.

After parrying questions all day as to 
their powers and plans, the Huerta peace 
delegates late last night consented to 
issue a statement, on the advice of 
Manuel de Esteva, the Mexican Consul 
General in this city. It was written in 
Spanish by Sefior Emilio Rabasa, head 
of the delegation, after consultation with 
his two colleagues, Sefior Augustin Rod- 
riguez and Sefior Louis Elguero, and was 
translated by Sefior Manuel Martinez del 
Campo, Head -Attaché. . The translation 
of the statement is as follows: 

The discretion which the delicacy of 
their mission- imposes as an element- 
ary consideration upon the Mexican 
delegates to the conference at Niagara 
Falls has prevented them trom mak- 
ing any statements or. declarations; 
but in their desire to meet the wishes 
of the press, they beg to. state that 
they have been most courteously treat- 
ed by all authorities and officials of 
the United States; that they have re- 
ceived proofs of cordial sympathy 
from the representatives of various 
South American nations, and that they 
go to, Niagara Falls animated by the 
earnest hope that an honorable and 
satisfactory. conclusion will be arrived 
at at the. meetings to be held there. 
Sefior Martinez del Campo, who is 

achieving quite a reputation as a spokes- 
man who can speak without saying any- 
thing, said last night that the. delegates 
would not comment in any way on 
whether or not they were empowere 
to present the _ resignation of Gen. 
Huerta at, the conference, if. such a 
course were deemed necessary to. solve 
the Mexican problem. 


No Comment on Huerta. 


While otner members of the Mexican 
delegation went out of the Hotel Astor 
bound on business or pleasure, or else 
chatted with visitors, Sefior Martinez 
del Campo received newspaper men 
throughout the day with unvarying 
smiles and. courtesy, but succeeded in 
giving little satisfaction to his qucs- 
tioners. One of the very few deftnite 
things he said was that the delegation 
would leave New York for Niagara 
Falls at 6 o’clock this evening over the 
New York Central Railroad.

The President laid before the Com- 
missioners the entire Mexican problem 
as he saw it, emphasizing that the duty 
‘of the United States was to seek unsel- 
em & to ‘assist Mexico to set up a con- 
stituhonal government which could be 
accorded recogn‘tion by the world, be- 
eause of its capacity not alone to main- 
tain peace within its confines but to 
observe international obligations. 

In his talk with the Commissioners 
the President touched briefly’ on the 
land question, speaking of it as a peren- 
nial cause of discontent and dissatisfac- 
tion, which had miade it comparatively

EL PASO, May 18.—Since the censor 
placed a ban on all messages about the 
rebel movements at Saltillo, only the 
most meagre telegrams are. coming 
through from the rebel front. The cen- 
sorship is even more strict than at Tor- 
reon, and less than 100 words were per- 
mitted to come through to-day. 

This told of the fighting around Flora, 
a small station of the Coahuila & Pa- 
cific Railroad, near Paredon, in which 
the Federals were driven out of their 
position and back toward the town.

W. J. BLACKMUR FOUND DEAD 


Famous Trainer of Polo Ponies 
Probably Victim of Foul Play. 


Walter J. Blackmur, formerly a well- 
known trainer of polo ponies, and of late 
years confidential clerk for George B. 
Hanavan, a.lawyer.of Franklin Avenue, 
Woodmere, L. I., was killed on Sunday 
tight by a blow over .the right temple 
with a club or chair, according to the 
testimony at the Coroner’s inquest yes- 
terday afternoon of Dr. A. Hoyt Bea- 
man, who performed an autopsy. 

The test'mony at the inquest bore 
strongly toward the theory that the 
person who killed Mr. Blackmur sought 
to destroy the evidence of violence and 
to make it appear that he died sud- 
denly of heart disease. 

The body was found by Charles P. 
Seaman at 7:15 o’clock on Sunday 
evening in a shed behind the Hamilton 
Hotel, at Pearsall Place and Broadway, 
Woodmere. 

Seaman testified that the dead man 
was lying on his face, and that his posi- 
tion was not one in which a man would 
be likely to fall naturally. A pipe was 
in the mouth, the stem lying between 
the teeth and cheek. The body had not 
been robbed. A gold watch, which was 
found in. a. pocket on the body, had 
stopped at 7 o’clock. A ring and a 
small amount of money were found un- 
touched, 

Because the face was black it was 
thought at first that Blackmur might 
have been strangled: Dr. Seaman, how- 
ever, testified that the appearance of 
the face was probably due to heart

he reason for this congestion is that 
the other transverse roads, at Seventy- 
ninth and Ninety-seventh Streets, are 
not paved, so that every one who wants 
to get across the Park between Fifty- 
ninth and 110th Streets must go by way 
of Highty-sixth Street. In co-operation 
with the Park Commissioner we have 
arranged that the Seventy-ninth Street 
road shall be paved soon, and we: ex- 
pect to take up the other also. This will 
eliminate a great deal of the congestion, 
which is worst at the west side of the 
Park. Incidentally, we are encouraging 
the stage lines to ask for franchises 
through these roads so that they will 
run buses from river to river, thus join- 


ing the two sides of the city. 


‘** Another work we hope to accom- 

lish is the elimination of the railroad 
racks from ‘ Death Avenue,’ or Elev- 
enth Avenue. This reform has slum- 
bered a little lately.

arry Pollok, the fight promoter, 
now manager for Freddie elsh, the 
English boxer, was the next witness. 
He had been one of the strongest wit- 
nesses at the first trial. It was in Pol- 
lok’s house that Rose was in hiding for 
two days after the murder. Pollok ad- 
mitted this yesterday, but Mr. Whitman 
also brought out that Pollok did_ not 
know at the time the guest he was har- 
boring was implicated in the murder of 
Rosenthal. At the time Pollok had an 
apartment at Riverside Drive and 157th 
Street. 

“T have known Jack Rose for twenty 
years,” he said, ‘‘and when he came to 
my house I gladly received him. I did 
not know that he was wanted for the 
murder or even that he was implicated 
in it. He was sick in my home. 

‘““Were you there when. the Notary 
came to get an affidavit from Rose? 
asked Mr. Whitman. 

““No, sir,”’ replied Mr. Pollok. 

The day after tie murder Rose was in 
Pollok’s home. It was that night that 
Becker’s lawyer got Rose’s affidavit in 
which Rose cleared Becker of all finan- 
cial relationship with Rosenthal. It was 
on that same day, July 17, that Mr. 
Pollok saw Becker at Police Headquar- 
ters, and this is the significant point in 
his testimony. iM 

“ What did Becker say to you?”’ asked 
Mr. Whitman. 

“He said to me, ‘Tell Rose to stay 
there,’”’ replied Pollok, ‘‘‘ until I com- 
municate with him, and tell him not to 


worry.’ ”’ 

This admission, the District Attorney 
believes, furnishes proof that Becker 
was in communication with Rose at the 
very time that Rose was wanted for the 
murder of Rosenthal. This is connected 
directly, in the District Attorney’s chain 
of oviaonce, with the testimony given 
by ex-Deputy Commissioner Dougherty 
at the morning session and the testi- 
mony given by George H. Young, Mr. 

oa wc cecretary. on Friday. 

Pollok’s testimony, it was pointed out, 
went to prove that Becker had lied to 
Dougherty, a superior officer, when he 
told him that he had neither seen nor 
heard of Rose since the Thursday be- 
fore the Tuesday on which the murde1 
was committed. In summing up, the 
District Attorney will try to show that 
Becker’s incentive in lying to Dough- 
erty was significant in showing Becker’s 
desire to save himself. Incidentally, it 
substantiates the letter which Rose 
wrote to Sam Schepps from the West 
Side Prison in which Rose said that 
Becker was “the first to get from un- 
der.”’

PLITT ACCUSES BECKER. 


Former Press Agent of ex-Lieuten- 
ant Gives Sensational Testimony. 


Charles B, Plitt’s testimony against 
Becker; especially on his direct exami- 
nation by Mr. Whitman, was sensational 
in almost every word, but Plitt himself 
was not impressive. His appearance 
and manner on the witness stand mil- 
itated against his acceptance by the 
jury as a credible witness. He spoke 
so low that not even all the jurymen 
could hear him. 

Plitt looked insignificant in the wit- 
ness chair, his eyes seemingly gazing at 
something far away, his face almost 
devoid of expression, and his body in- 


ert. And, besides speaking with un- 
usual slowness, Plitt took a long time 
between answers. Often he waited 
from five to ten seconds before replying 
to one of Mr. Whitman’s questions, 


.and when Mr. Manton began to cross- 


examine him he answere with even 
more deliberation. Mr. Manton timed 
him once or twice when wai for an 
answer, and complained of the wit- 
ness’s long silences. 


Becker Smiles Sarcastically. 


Several times Becker was seen to 
smile sarcastically and whisper to Mr. 
Marshall, but at other times there were 
plain traces of worry in his face. Mrs. 
Becker sat throughout the testimony 
with her chin in her hand listening in- 
tently. She seemed to be looking 
straight at Plitt all the time with some- 
thing of mixed hatred and contempt 
in her eyes. 


Plitt was the fifth witness of the day. 
He took the stand at 11:55 A. M., and 
when court adjourned for luncheon 
shortly after 1 o’clock Mr. Manton 
had been on the_ cross-examination 
fifteen minutes. Mr. Whitman’s Ci- 
rect examination took fifty-five minutax. 
Mr. Manton objected to almost all of 
Plitt’s answers, but was overruled.

Plitt then said he had a conversation 
with Becker on that occasion during 
which .Becker had first given. him in- 
structions concerning the obtaining of 
an affidavit from Dora Gilbert, the 
first wife of Herman Rosenthal. It was 
this affidavit, it was charged, that was 
obtained by Rose, Vallon and Schepps 
al the purpose of discrediting Rosen- 


Regarding. the affidavit, Plitt testi- 
fied that Becker told him to meet “a 
man named Brown,” who was later 
identified* as Sam Schepps, at the La- 
fayette baths and go wi him to Dora 
Gilbert’s. house. Becker told him, he 
said, to take newspaper men with him. 

“Was anything else said by Becker 
in that conversation?’’ Mr. Whitman 
asked and in his answer Plitt exploded 
his first real sensation. He replied: 

“Yes. Becker said, ‘You had better 
keep a metncrandum of your move- 
ments so that you can have an alibi. 
You may need it. And above all things 
keep away from Times Square to-night. 
Keep that under your lid, too.’ I asked 
him why I should prepare an alibi and 
why I should keep away from Times 
Square. ‘Is anything coming off?’ I 
asked, and he replied, ‘“‘ Never mind; 
ta just do what you are told and no 
arm ‘will come to you.’”’ 

Plitt next said that he had seen Becker 
once more that day and that at night 
he had gone to ora Gilbert’s house 
and obtained the affidavit as directed. 
He took it to Becker’s office, he said, 
and left it in the hands of Armstrong, 
one of the men in the office, Becker 
was out.

Sent Message to Rose. 


The next time he saw Becker, he said, 
was after Jack~Rose had given himself 
up. Becker was excited because of 
Rose’s arrest, he said, and appeared 
apprehensive of what Rose might do. 

“Tl want you to get in touch with 
Rose,’’ Becker said, according to Plitt, 
‘and tell him to sit tight. Tell him that 
I will take care of him. 

Becker then gave him advice for Rose 
as to what lawyers he should engage, 
Plitt testifiea. He could not see Rose 
the witness went on, but communicated 
with him in the Tombs and received a 
reply. 

Plitt said he again saw Becker on 
the Saturday following the murder. 
Becker was more anxious than ever, he 
said, about Rose. 

After this conversation with Becker, 
Second Deputy Commissioner Dougherty 
questioned Plitt and asked him, Plitt 
explained, about his relations - with 
Becker and the circumstances under 
which the Dora Gilbert affidavit was 
obtained. Plitt said Becker told him to 
use the name of “ Brown” for Schepps 
and to produce his alibi for the night 
of the murder. After his interview with 
Dougherty, Plitt said, hé reported its 
substance to Becker and Becker ex- 
claimed: 

‘*He’s been asking me about that mur- 
der.

It is believed that the “ J. S.’’ referred 
to Jack Sullivan, and that it was Sulli- 
van who told Becker of Plitt’s#visits to 
the District Attorney’s office. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it was learned later, the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s. office made efforts to 
get Plitt to tell about Becker’s grafting 
transactions as early as last November. 
Plitt did not say anything abeut the 
murder plot, however, until March of 
this year, nearly a month after a new 
trial was granted to Becker.

“I hope that never again will there be 
such a scandal as the police investiga- 
tion produced,’’ said Mr. Bruere.- “I 
hope that we will all stop talking about 
a police ‘system’ or a police problem.

In the name of ballot reform Gov.

With the polls 
unwatched, and without provision for 
identifying them, how many thou- 
sands of “floaters” will inundate the 
elections under this definition of resi- 
dence? 

The Governor has cut down the ap- 
propriation bills to a reasonable fig- 
ure.

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THE PROBLEM TO BE. SOLVED. 
Whether or not Gen. Huerta aétual- 
ly intends to resign the Provisional 
Presidency of Mexico under certain 
conditions which the Mexican dele- 
gates to the international conference 
at Niagara Falls will in due time 
make known, and we have learned to 
be cautious about accepting rumors 
as to ‘the plans of that clever Dic- 
tator, it is obvious that his rule can- 
not last much longer in the natural 
course of events. It is now perfectly 
clear, also, that the responsibility of 
the Government of the United States 
will not end with HvuERTa«’s retirement. 
The Washington dispatches to THE 
New York Times yesterday morning 
plainly set forth the measure of that 
responsibility. The statement of the 
position of the Mexican delegates in 
regard to the Government to be es- 
tablished after the withdrawal or re- 
moval of HuERTA we must accept as 
accurate, as it is certainly well con- 
sidered. These gentlemen are not 
closely allied with the party lately in 
control at the National Palace, but are 
patriotic Mexican citizens of the best 
type, who desire to have a stable Gov- 
ernment set up in the republic. It 
was said in Washington on Sunday, 
with some show of authority, that the 
delegates would first listen to the sug- 
gestions of the mediators: 

But when the time came for their 
answer..to suggestions as to a suc- 
cessor for Husketa they probably would 
insist that no man who had gained 
military prominence or was obtaining 
power “by arbitrary force,’’ as set 
forth in President Wrson’s Latin- 
American declaration, should be per~ 
mitted to take the reins of govern- 
ment.

Unless the United States Govern- 
ment intends to occupy the whole 
country it cannot either dictate or 
supervise the internal policies of the 
republic. While hostilities continue 
and the whole nation is in turmoil we 
can hold our position at Vera Cruz. 
‘We can help with advice, we can prof- 
fer suggestions. But unless Presi- 
dent Wutson is willing that Mexicans 
should suspect that our purpose is 
national territorial extension and other 
material advantage, he cannot dictate 
to them the laws they shall pass or 
name a candidate for the Presidency. 
From the first the Administration at 
Washington has shown faith in the 
patriotic purpose ‘and wisdom of the 
Constitutionalist leader. If that faith 
is well placed, it seems that Gen, 
CARRANZA cannot longer refuse to take 
part in the. mediation conference at 
Niagara Falls, so that this unhappy 
business may be terminated as speed- 
ily as possible, and in the best in- 
terests of the whole Mexfcan people. 
Unless this is done, it seems that the 
Mexican problem, so far as it concerns 
the United States, will become more 
difficult of solution. 








AN INCOME TAX PORTENT. 

Coming events cast their shadows 
before. In other words, what the 
British income tax is, there is danger 
of our income tax becoming. Already 
there has been a considerable install- 
ment upon account of the fulfillment 
of this prophecy. We amended the 
Cofistitution in order that the Federal 
Government might- have the income 
tax as a resource for emergencies, 
such as war. We have not yet had 
the war, but we have already levied 
one income tax, and are facing the ex- 
pectation of its increase. * That it ever 
should be removed is contrary to all 
experience. Rather the teaching of 
history is that it should be expected to 
grow and absorb all other taxes. It 
used to. be said that a national debt 
was a national blessing. Now the cur- 
reht teaching of those seeking to do 
good by taxes is that an income tax is 
@ national blessing. 

If it be made large enough there is 
nothing that. cannot be done with its 
aid. Old age pensions, insurance 
against sickness and unemployment, 
bounties to motherhood, cheap credits 
for farmers, and’ for -the landless, all | 
come tumbling ‘out of the British | 
budget like wonders out of a conjur- 
er’s hat. If so much can be had, why 
not more? As yet there is no answer 
in England, and the temptation to us 
to imitate such an alluring example is 
strong. There is just one cautionary 
note in THE ANNALIST’s account of the 
British income tax. “ All exemptions 
“ of small incomes should be abolished, 
“and the tax should—as in Germany 
“ —be imposed upon manual workers.” 
The tax ‘hitherto has been-most popu-. 
lar with those who did not pay it, If 
now everybody is to pay the tax 
which is to be imposed for all pur- 
poses, its popularity may be expected 
to wane, and in the United States as 
well as in England. 


“ PHYSICIAN, HEAL THYSELF.” 

The debate upon the so-called Admin- 
istration trust bills is down for to-day. 
If anybody should move to begin the 
proceedings by reading the fourth 
chapter of Luke it is sure that’ the 
motion could not be defeated upon 
the ground that the Parable is not 
germane to the proceedings. What 
makes men of business gasp is to re- 
mark the assurance. with which the 
men of government.assume to teach 
methods of efficiency to men who 
must be’ efficient or perish, whereas 
nothing is so fatal to men of govern- 
ment as the practice in office of what 
they preach on the stump. If virtue 
be taken as the test rather than 
efficiency, the men of government cut 
no better figure. Yet these trust bills 
embody the assumption by the men 
who have not been conspicuous suc- 
cesses, either as men of government 


or of business, to set the standards| 


of conduct and morality for the men 
who -have accomplished whatever of 


prosperity or morals the country -has. 


experienced. 

Statutes never have made a people 
prosperous or moral, and yet our 
politicians think that their rules will 
succeed where the Ten Command- 
ments have failed.. They fool ¢ither 
themselves or the people. Just as 
the politicians come from the people, 
so do our customs and morals, the 
common law of business, come from 
the people., If it were possible to 
enact laws better than the people the 


laws’ would not be ‘enforced until the | 


‘people themselves became better. It 
is nearly a generation since the enact-. 
ment of the trust laws. which these 


new laws are designed to amend, and |’ 


‘nothing -is more striking than the 
effort’ at the moment’ for the class

apply it with the efficiency and the 
uniformity which they seek to enact, 
not as counsels of perfection, but. as 
obligatory. requirements from all and 
‘sundry. There is, therefore, no rea- 
son for resisting the temptation to 
say that whatsoever can be done in 
Capernaum the country would like to 
see done in and by Congress. The 
country would like to see the Govern- 
ment administer itself with the same 
virtue that is to be imposed upon the 
country.

everybody. They would like to see 
Congress criticise its own § short- 
comings as it criticises the corpora- 
tions. If Government attempts only 
government its task is easier and 
simpler than conformity with the 
laws of economics when complicated 
with the laws passed by those who do 
not expect to conform to them them- 
selves. 

Yet it is the men who are not 
conspicuous successes in the easier 
task who are setting the stint for 


jcountrymen whose practice must be 


the country’s standard rather than 
the preachments of Congress. Noth- 
ing is more sure than that these 
amendments will be adjusted to the 
light of reason—just as the original 
anti-trust law was—and thereby con- 
formed to the customs of trade. 
Trade is disturbed, and will be dis- 
turbed, just in proportion that there 
is doubt about that proposition. To 
doubt it is to imply revolution, or re- 
form on ‘a cataclysmic scale. Nothing 
like that is at all likely, whatever is 
enacted. The more that laws attack 
customs the more customs modify the 
laws. 








SEEK THE MAN. 

Since Mayor MiTCHEL and President 
CHUBOHILL of the Board of Education, 
with‘ others, have planned a trip to iIn- 
spect systems of vocational training in 
the West, why not delegate them to 
find out a man who will fill the va- 
cancy on the Board of School Superin- 
tendents and take charge of this 
city’s six-million-dollar plant for vo- 
cational training? 

Thus far the Board of Education has 


merely sent out application blanks to 


other cities. No man big enough to 
fill a post that pays $6,500 in the New 
York schools and to work out a scheme 
of vocational education in this city 
will take the trouble to fill out one of 
these blanks. A man of the right sort 
is too busy to be looking for a job. He 
must be sought out, and the Board of 
Education will have to do considerable 
urging to get the right man. The 
Mayor and President CHURCHILL are 
not going off on a junketing trip 
merely. The Public Education Asso- 
ciation has asked the board to search 
actively for a Director of the Voca- 
tional ‘Schools. It- could hardly do 
better than to ask Mayor MITCHEL to’ 
give this matter his personal attention 
during his trip through the West.

not one recurs to memory that paralleled 
at all closely the experience of the men 
in the last to be found of the Colum- 
bian’s three boats. Of course far longer 
voyages than theirs in both time and 
distance have often been made, but 
these, when really extensive, have in- 
variably been made in or not far from 
the tropics, and while they have again 
and again been marked by all the suf- 
ferings that lack of water and food can 
cause, they have been over waves com~- 
paratively gentle and without the added 
torture of cruel cold, 

The crew of the Columbian were 
forced into their boats so hastily that 
they could neither dress themselves for 
exposure to the arctic weather created 
by the huge ice fields all about ‘them, 
nor add to the scanty stores that are 
placed in a freighter’s lifeboats as a 
matter of routine net highly respected 
or often scrupulously observed on such 
vessels. They were in a part of the 
ocean, too, where severe storms are the 
rule rather than’ the exception,. and 
where falling winds usually bring dense 
fog. That deaths should soon begin 
among travelers so ill-prepared was in- 
evitable. Only in the boat fortunate 
enough to be. promptly picked up were 
fatalities escaped, and of the fifteen 
men whose rescue was delayed until a 
fortnight less only two days. had passed, 
but five were alive when the Seneca 
found them, and one of these five soon 
died on board the cutter. 

It is a marvel of marvels that even 
one escaped, and it would have been 
little less if, instead of befhg the mem- 
bers of a crew untrained in small boat 
navigation, they had possessed the hard- 
jy acquired skill and endurance of the 
banks fishermen. 

The dispatches say that, as one sailor 
after another died, his body was thrown 
overboard, both to lighten the boat: and 
to relieve the starving survivors of a 

‘ dreadful” temptation. To understand 
what that signifies is easy, but it is not 
feason that inspired the za- 
tion. On the contrary, reason asks and 
‘gets no answer to the question why the 
last extrerhity of hunger should not have 
been met, and most of the imperiled lives 
in that boat saved, when it could have 
been done without conceivable injury to 
any, Desperate cases justify the use of

more be denied than that the sudden 
abolition of this traffic would create an 
economic disturbance of some serious- 
ness, The correspondent whose letter on 
the subject we printed yesterday was 
quite right, however, in saying that 
while the number of men whom real pro- 
hibition would throw into idleness is ab- 
solutely large, it is relatively small, and 
that their present industry is not nearly 
as profitable either to themselves or to 
the general public as those into which 
they would be driven under the new 
régime. 

Considering its statistical importance, 
the liquor business provides livelihoods 
for curiously few. This is becatse its 
processes are simple and the route from 
maker’ to consumer short. . The quality 
of the work it provides is best indicated 
by the social status of those engaged in 
doing it, their constantly defensive atti- 
tude, and the difficulty they have in 
finding anything better to say for their 
traffic than that it is recognized by law 
as not necessarily criminal. 

Largely as excise and license returns 
bulk in revenue figures, it cannot be se- 
riously contended that any country, 
State, or town would suffer from the 
loss of this money, The Prohibitionists 
can easily prove that the saloons do not 
even carry the burdens they create, and 
that still less do they lighten those of 
the taxpaying class. .If these were the 
only contentions they had to meet their 
task: wouki be light indeed, But there 
are others not so easy to refute, the im- 
practicability of denying satisfaction of 
a wide and strong demand being one and 
the impropriety of regulating personal 
habits too strictly another. Their one 
indubitable right is to persuade as many 
people as they can that drinking is va- 
riously injudicious. Nobody will com- 
plain though they rob the saloon keeper 
in this way of-all his customers, and 
that would be the best possible settle- 
ment of the liquor question.

Transmission of Music. Achieved by 
Dr. de Forest in 1908. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Referring to the Berlin dispatch which 
appeared in Tus Times recently 
ing the transmission of music by wire- 
less telephone from Nauen to Pola, I 
wish to remind your readers that in 
April, 1908, Dr. Lee de Forest installed 
his wireles’ telephone transmitter in the 
French Government station at the Hiffel 
Tower, Paris, and succeeded in trans- 
mitting phonograph music to a number 
of distant French military stations, 
notably one at Ste. Marie de la Mer 
near on the Mediterranean, a 
distance of nearly 600 miles. 

There seems to be at present a re- 
crudeseence in wireless telephony and 
certain foreign workers, notably Marconi, 
are endeavoring to lead the public to 
believe wonders are being achieved with 
the wireless telephone which are not 
nearly a8 remarkable as that accom- 
plished. by this American inventor and 
pioneer in the art in 1908 and 1909. 
Some of these experiments, as for ex- 
ample the Marconi operators who say 
they have just succeeded in telephoning 
from- New York to Philadelphia, are 
using the arc in hydrogen recognized 
throughout the scientific world as the 
invention of Valdemar Boulsen and uni- 
versally patented by him. 

The work which Dr. de Forest has 
recently accomplished on the D., L. & 
W. in talking to a train moving 60 
miles an hour from Scranton to Strouds- 
burg marks a genuine step in advance 
of the art. He is not working with an 
are, his early experience having dem- 
onstrated conclusively the unreliability 
of any form of arc when in the hands 
of unskilled operators. I think that all 
Americans should take pride in the fact 
that the pioneer in wireless telephony is 
an American and that his present work 
is far in advance of that of which we 
are now hearing so much from abroad.

While they blew open the safe and ex- 
tracted its contents. 

After the details of the burglary had 
béen told to Second Deputy Police Com- 
missioner. Rubin yesterday morning he 
said he thought the story was too per- 
fect to be genuine. Before he would 
take up the case he exacted an affidavit 
from S. L. Rothapfel, manager of the 
theatre, and Jacob M. Engel, the treas- 
urer, in which they set forth that they 
had not arranged the burglary to obtain 
publicity. | 

It was the remarkable attention to de- 
tail shown by the burglars that made 
Commissioner Rubin feel that the plot 
of the picturesque crime had been con- 
ceived by some one on the publicity staff 
of The Strand. After threatening with 
revolvers three men who were installing 
a large electric organ in the theatre, 
and a man who was employed there as a 
cleaner, the burglars joined three of 

" them with two pairs of handcuffs, 
bound the fourth with rope, and shut the 
men up in a small room in the base- 
ment. Then -they drove a staple into 
the woodwork outside of the door and 
secured the doorknob to it with rope. 

When the night watchman of the thea- 
tre had put up his hands, one of the 
four burglars searched him and found 
the key which -opened the nine signal 
boxes of the Wational - District ele- 
graph Company. These signal boxes 
are in all parts of the theatre and, if 
they are not rung every hour by ‘the 
watchman, the company sends out to 
investigate. While two burglars were 
at work on the safe, the third marchetl 
the watchman from box to box last 
night and kept the signals ringing on 
time at the central office. 

The burglars used an electric drill. 
They were evidently familiar with the 
fact that the electric power running to 
the lights near the office of the thea- 
tre was shut off after midnight, be- 
cause they had provided themselves 
with more than 100 feet of wire which 
was eta from the office of the 
theatre to the socket of a light on the 
stairs leading to the balcony. 

After the drill was made ready for 
work, the burglars stripped the heavy 
red plush portieres from six boxes 
near the stage, soaked them in water 
and took them into the office to muffle 
the explosion. From the property room 
tarpaulins which had been used in wet 
weathér while the building was under 
construction were taken to the office 
for the same purpose. Three shots of 
nitro-glycerine were used to o ‘| the 
outer and inner doors of the sa 

It was three hours from the tine the 
burglars entered the theatre to the time 
they had finished with the safe. Be- 
fore they left, they bound the watch- 
man to a chair in the basement outside 
of the room in which the other three 
men had been locked up.

NEW PITCHING DEVICE. 


‘This One Has Arms of Steel 
Fingers to Throw Ball. 


Speciat to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, May 18.—A .device for 
pitching a baseball to a batter, built into 
@ system of planes whereby the batted 
ball, no matter where it is slammed, 
will return automatically to the pitcher, 
has been invented and set up Princeton 
by “Alexander MacMillan, son of Prof. 
Charles MacMillan, of the Princetor 
University Faculty. It is said that the 
invention solves the problem which con- 
fronts. baseball .managers -which has 
heretofore required them to. have a 
regular human pitcher with some ball 
meee in the field before they could 
give their team batting practice. Mac-. 

ilian’s invention is called “ Bat-Ball,” 
and he opened it to. the public this 
morning, charging 1 cent for each ball 
thrown by .the pitcher. 

The machine dallvess to. ‘the batter 
any namner of regulation balls, as fast 

as one in every eight seconds if the 
batter wants them that fast. Prong | 
one passes directly over the 
pa ne - ast and speed at w rie ‘ 

rown is regulated by the lever 
which a man works behind the aren 
on the same principle as the clay p 
throwing machine. The batter Stands 
at one end of a court, which is encased 
with nets. on three sides, and on the 
fourth, that immediately in front of the 
batter, is a canvas sirecohing from the 
ground to a height ‘of forty feet. | 

he pitching apparatus is stationed im- 
mediately in front of the batter, a dis- 
tance away equal to half that separating 
the ordinary pitcher from the batter. 
It:is. composed. of a throwing arm of 
steel, pivoted in a frame, with fingers 
attached to Cne end and a strong spring 
to the other. Just below the finger is 
a ‘catch and a trigger, the latter pro- 
trudi through in such a way that 
when e ball drops from a chute im- 
mediately above the trigger it releases 
+e catch and the spring forces the arm 
to catch the ball and hur! it across the 
plate.. A lever directly back of the bat- 
ter “brings ‘the arm into position again 
for the receipt and delivery of another 
ball. When the ball is hit fair it goes 
into the canvas playing field, which is 
marked off for one base, two base. three 
base, and home run hits. The ball rolls 
down this canvass after it has lost its 
impetus and follows the slant to a chute 
directly beneath the throwing machine. 
Foul palls also fall on a plane converg- 
ing toward this chute, and a plunger 
carries the ball, from the entering chute 
at-the bottom of the pitching machine 
to the chute at the 4 through which 
the ball falls on to the pitching arm 
for delivery to the batter. 

The batter is. enabled to see the 
“windup” of the pitcher alsé, because 
he can see the ball appear in the chute 
above the pitching arm and knows that 
as soon as it oo it will be pitched.

FOR BUYING ABROAD. 


An Innovation by the Agent for a 
Lot of Stores. 


To provide a more efficient and com- 
plete service for the twenty-nine stores 
he represents, Alfred Fantl, resident 
buyer, will establish shortly permanent 
headquarters and engage staffa for them 
in Paris, Berlin, and Vienna. Mr, 
Fantl sails to-day for this purpose. He 
enumerated yesterday the many dis- 
advantages connected with the present 
method of buying abroad threugh com- 
missionaires. A good deal of time is 
lost under this system hetween the 
placing of the order and the delivery 
of the merchandise. Besides this the 
commissionaire frequently omits furnish- 
ing specifications regarding the maker 
of the goods, the sizes and materials 
obtainable, &c. Mr. Fantl pointed out 
that when his foreign offices are estab- 
lished they will mark an jnnovation in 
merchandising.

The certificate of incorporation of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York was 
signed at the Clearing House yester- 
day by officers of the five banks desig- 
mated for that purpose by the Reserve 
Bank Organization Committee, and 
within half an hour was on its way to 
the Controller of the Currency at Wash- 
ington. 

The officers of the incorporating 
banks met at the Clearing House at 2 
o’clock as requested by the Organiza- 
tion Committee and were greeted by the 
Manager, William Sherer, to whom the 
Papers to be signed had been forwarded 
geveral days ago. Each set of officers 
had the seal of his bank with him. One 
ot these, brought from an un-Stato 
bank, weighed thirty pounds, and had 
never been out of the bank before. With 
the aid of William G. Gilpin, assistant 
manager of the Clearing House, it was 
brought in. 

Mr. Sherer had the articles of incor- 
poration read by Clarence E. Bacon, &@ 
notary. Incorporated with it were the 
‘“fames of the 478 members of the asso- 
ciation, consisting of all the national 
banks in the State. Without further 
formality the signatures of officers and 
seals of the several banks were affixed.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Resume Advance—Sen- 
timent Still Hopeful—Organ- 
izing Federal Reserve Bank. 


The effectiveness of the recent change 
for the better in sentiment, apart from 
more concrete market factors, was 
shown in yesterday’s trading on the 
Stock Exchange. Following Saturday's 
very moderate setback the general level 
of quotations moved to the highest point 
reached this month and showed at the 
day’s close a substantial net gain. 
United States Steel held the most con- 
spicuous place both by reason of its 
activity and of its strength, but a num- 
ber of good gains were made in dther 
parts of the list, and there were rela- 
tively few losses. In connection with 
the continued leadership of United 
States Steel much was made of the 
news that a leading structural steel 
mill had been able to increase its out- 
put to its full capacity, but this was 
hardly the sufficient reason for the 
considerable forward movement which 
occurred in United States Steel. 

The fact is that the viewpoint of Wall 
Street, so far as its activities find re- 
flection in the stock market, has lately 
changed. It has lately been disposed 
to look a little further into the future 
and to translate into current price 
movements the expectation of increased 
trade activity later in the year. It is 
natural enough in view of the near ap- 
proach of the date when some word is 
expected from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in respect to the proposed 
rate increase that any favorable news 
from the steel trade should assume im- 
portance beyond its immediate aspects, 
for it is still expected confidently that a 
decision satisfactory to the railroads 
would lead to much buying by the rail- 
ways for immediate needs and against 
future requirements. If the crop out- 
look remains substantially unimpaired 
until after the railroads have begun to 
feel the benefit of higher rates it would 
be natural to expect freer ordering 
of equipment, the demand for which 
would be increased by general crop re- 
sults approximating the present hign 
promise of the wheat crop. 

There was talk yesterday of dam- 
age to Winter wheat, but to this 
the financial community paid relatively 
little heed, and, perhaps, advisedly, 
inasmuch as the damage, even if the 
largest estimates of it be accepted, 
would still leave for this year’s crops a 
large margin above last year’s record 
yield. It will take more than any 
damage talk, which has so far been 
heard to cause any misgivings regard- 
ing the size of this year’s wheat yleld 
sufficient to weaken the feeling of 
hopefulness which is being engendered 
by the promise of bountiful agricul- 
tural yields. The Mexican situation ap- 
peared to be moving within channels 
favoring a peaceful outcome, and the 
continued hope of a happy solution of 
at least the more acute phases of the 
Mexican problem contributed its share 
to the strength of the market. 

The signing yesterday of the certif- 
icate of incorporation of the Federal 
Reserve Bank in this district brings 
near the actual establishment of this 
institution provided there is no long 
delay in completing the membership of 
the Federal Reserve Board. It was 
reported from Washington yesterday 
that the President would probably 
name before the end of this week two 
men to take the places of those who 
have declined the President’s offer of 
places on this board, but it has not yet 
been indicated how long the Senate will 
take to consider the names to be sub- 
The board of the district 
Federal Reserve Bank cannot be or- 
ganized until the three Directors to be 
selected by the Federal Reserve Board 
have been named, but meanwhile the 
member banks have before them the 
task of nominating and later of electing 
the six other members of the Reserve 
Bank Board, three to represent the 
member banks and three the business 
interests of the district. 

Conferences of the member banks 
have been called for the purpose of 
considering the nomination of these 
Directors, and the first of these will be 
held to-day. Up to this time, however, 
bankers in this city have hardly evinced 
as much interest in the choice of these 
Directors as should be aroused by a 
task as important as this. The respon- 
sibility for the selection of the six bank 
and business representatives on the 
board of the Federal Reserve Bank 
constituting a two-thirds majority of 
this board rests squarely on the shoul- 
ders of the member banks, and it is a 
duty sufficiently important to command 
the attention of all. Neither dissatis- 
faction with some features of the new 
Banking act nor utterances of officials 
which have offended bankers here 
should be allowed to stand in the way 
of each of the member banks giving 
its best effort to the work of picking 
out suitable nominees for the Director- 
ate of the Federal Reserve Bank.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET 


Wabash Plan Ready. 


The reorganization plan for the 
Wabash Railroad has not been formally 
presented to the various: Public Service 
Commissions for approval yet, but the 
last objection seems to have been with- 
drawn, and it is proposed to submit the 
agreement at St. Louis on Thursday of 
this week. The terms, which have be- 
come pretty well known through the dis- 
cussions among the several banking in- 
terests, will be made public here at the 
same time. The original proposition 
made by the holders of the first refund- 
ing and extension bonds, which would 
have put an assessment of about $40 a 
share on the stockholders, was changed 
to make the assessment .$20. When 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. were approached by 
the Missouri Pacific Directors with a 
view to enlisting their services it was 
thought that another delay might be 
brought about to allow the new bankers 
time to decide whether or not they would 
raise enough money for the Missouri 
Pacific to enable that company to hold 
its Wabash stock through reorganiza~ 
tion. Under the present status of those 
negotiations it is quite likely that the 
Missouri Pacific will forfeit its Wabash 
stock through inabilty to pay the as- 
sessment called for by the reorganiza- 
tion plan.

Making Progress Slowly. 


There was a well-attended meeting of 
the Directors of the Missouri yesterday 
afternoon, and the impression gained 
ground that the board had a tentative 
proposition from the bankers to consid- 
er, since the full meeting was preceded 
by a conference between George Gould 
and counsel. As the meeting broke up 
each Director said on his way out that 
progress was being made, but that there

N. Y.,. W. & B. Needs Time. 


Railroads are generally built before 
there is enough traffic in their territory 
to make them profitable carriers at once, 
but it is seldom that a road is built so 
far ahead of the demand as was the case 
with the New York, Westchester & Bos- 
ton, the stock of which, Mr. Mellen tes- 
tified last week, he considered worth 
10 cents a pound. Though the company 
has been operating for several years, it 
is Just now beginning to take in enough 
money to pay bare operating costs,’ ac- 
cording to the testimony of its Presi- 
dent in Washington last week. Further- 
more, he does not expect the company 
to earn énough for fixed charges until 
1919 or 1920. At that rate it may be able 
to inaugurate dividends by 1925. The 
Westchester is a wonderful railroad 
property, and only for its misfortune in 
not having a terminal in New York City 
within easy reach of the business sec- 
tion it undoubtedly would be carrying 
satisfactory traffic now. The terminal 
drawback should be largely overcome 
when the new Lexington Avenue sub- 
way is opened.

Sentiment Improves as Crops Grow. 

Letters received by bankers from busi- 
ness men of the Far West and North- 
west show that the promise of great 
crops is having an appreciative effect 
on sentiment. The actual improvement 
in commercial activity has not been im- 
portant thus far, but the tone of com- 
munications is one of confidence for the 
late Summer and Fall. As a matter of 
fact, bankers and commercial paper 
brokers say, business is fairly active at 
the moment, despite the rather general 
depression. The day-to-day needs of a 
population of nearly 100,000,000 call for 
large deliveries even in slack times and 
prevent actual stagnation in trade.

The Ups and Downs of Trading. 

The first hour of business yesterday 
gave commision men hope that the ses- 
sion would be more profitable than 
most of those of the past fortnight. An 
accumulation of over-Sunday wire orders 
on the buying side was supplemented by 
an increase of local trading, as the tone 
of prices was found to be strong, and 
the turnover by 11 o’clock was on the 
scale of a 500,000-share day. Then inter- 
est slackened: abruptly. The second hour 
produced only slightly more than half as 
much business as the first. The third 
was still poorer, with less than 22,000 
shares, and in the fourth only 15,000 
shares changed hands. While the mar- 
ket grew more and more sluggish quo- 
tations held up firmly, and this quality 
appeared to stimulate traders, for there 
was a marked increase of buying in the 
final hour.

Rubber Companies Need Less Money 


It is understood that the big block of 
preferred stock put out by the United 
States Rubber Company last year con- 
stituted all the financing that the com- 
pany intends to do for some time. The 
complexion of the crude rubber market 
has changed radically since the middle 
of 1912, and less funds are required now 
to carry necessary supplies. Two years 
ago rubber sold as high as $2 a pound, 
whereas the finest Para grade may now 
be bought at 70 cents or less. Prices 
for manufactured articles have fallen 
with the decline of crude rubber, which 
accounts for the failure of the com- 
panies to increase their income accounts. 
An unusually severe Winter worked to 
lower the retailers’ supplies of footwear, 
but did not stimulate the output of the 
factories to a substantial degree.
